In this respect it was determined to 
ask he department to have an inspec- 
tion made, and take the matter up 
with Mr. J. C. Byeitey, M. L. A., and 
the Arrowood U. F. A.,, the latter 
having requested) the Board to ,assist 
in this amtter. 

The delegate appo'nted to meet the 
Red Cross committee not being pres- 
ent to report no & tion was tuken in 
regard to that society. 

It was decided to affiliate with the 
Provingial Boards of Trade and the

“reors, it being the unanimous opin- 
fon that it was more desirable to 
bave active memb-rs rather than 
merely paid,, and that a small band of 
enthusiastic workers is much better 
than a large membership of half- 

ited ones,

going on in town, but make the Janu- 
ary meeting a record one if possible, 
when officers for the coming year 
will be considered, a nominating com- 
committee being duly appointed. 

There was cons dcrable discussion 
over ,the necessity of providing a 
skating rink for! thq children and 

- hockey team, and offers made to turn 
out and grade and repair the rink. 
Finally a committees was appointed 
to see what others interested were 
pe®pared to do, with the understand- 
ing that the aes members could be 
depended upon to answer a call to do 
their share of the work at any tiine.

Canada's Interest In Europe 


— 


For many generations back the people of Canada and the United States 
with but few exceptions held the view that they were but little concerned in 
the affairs of Europe and that what nations and people there might or might 
not do was of little importance to the residents of North America, Of course, 
men of affairs and those engaged in international trade and finance were bet- 
ter informed, but the great mass of people gave little heed to European quar- 
rels and economics, except as matters of news appearing in the papers. 


The Great War breaking wilh startiing suddeness in 1914 was a rude} 


awakening, and the humblest and most remote home on this continent was 
made to realize that the human family was one after all, and that what deep- 
ly affected the people in Europe was the immediate concern of all. 
merely during the war years but since the Armistice that lesson has been 
painfully impressed upon our people. True, a certain school of political 
thought In the United States still seeks to maintain the old traditional policy 
of American aloofness from all participation in European politics and affairs, 
and they were powerful enough politically to keep the United States out of 


the League of Nations, and also strong enough to foist upon the big Republic | 


®# renewed declaration and tariff policy calculated to shut out as far as pos- 
sible all foreign goods 

The more observant, far-seeing, and best informed people realize, how- 
ever, that in these modern times of instantaneous communication and means 
of rapid transportation, no nation ean live solely unto itself. In matters of 
trade, for example, it is now recognized that not only must production and 
consumption be fairly balanced in a country in order to maintain a condition 
of prosperity, but that there must be an economic equilibrium maintained 
throughout the world. Production and consumption must go together if the 
Dalance is to be kept right. 


Business goes wel! wiien the various productive elements are properly 
balanced, ad when different kinds of things are produced in right propor- 
tions. <A great producing country 4s also a great consuming country if {its 
equilibrium is maintained, but the substantial over-development or serious in- 
jury of any great industry throws the whole thing out of gear, and then de- 
pression and demoralization follow. on 

The world is suffering from such a situation today, because, on the whole, 
loss is being produced than before the war, but there is a relative over-produc- 
tion of farm products and raw materials. This 1s due, not to conditions in 
America, but because of the fact that Europe, the world’s great manufactur- 
fng centre before the war, and the world’s great market for farm products 
and raw materials, has partially withdrawn from her pre-war position, She is 
turning out very much less of manufactured goods than before the war. She 
fs consequently unable to buy raw materials and farm products in normal 
volume from the United States and Canada, 
pot only in Europe but on this continent. We are, therefore, vitally inter- 
ested in a reyival of normal conditions in Europe and in everything that helps 
or retauds it 


It is reasonable to expeet improvement in Canada, even without improve- 
ment in Europe. This country, with its diversified industries, its wealth of 
resources, 
system, and its highly intelligent people, must forge ahead, and there is, tliere- 
fore, no occasion for pessimism or lack of courage, None the less, we can- 
not have really satisfactory business or anything approaching real prosperity 
until Europe is decidedly on the mend. 
world economic system, and distress anywhere reacts on us. 


Under these conditions there are those in Canada, as the enactment of, 


the recent high tariff demonstrates there are many in the United States, who 
believe that a remedy is partly to be found in tariff enactments designed to 
protect ourselves, Statements made recently by a leading economist before 
the Missourf Bankers Assoclation, have a bearing on this subject and are 
worthy of being quoted as emphasizing how vitally interested Canadians ought 
to be in the rehabilitation of Europe. Warning United States’ farmers not 
to be misled into thinking that a protective tarlff is going to benefit them, this 
student of economies said: 

“Prices of wheat and cotton and hogs and other articles are determined, 
not in the domestic market, but in the great world market.

Long Distance Aerial Flight 


Plan Aerlal Race Around Edge of 
Civilized World For Next Year 
Although planned as a ploneering 
flight, something in the nature of an 
aerial race around the edge of the civ- 
ilized world will take place next year, 
possibly in the spring, according to 
Col. L. E. Broome, noted British avia- 
tor.

The war was fought not merely with | 


lives, but wlth money, The financial 
burden fell chiefly on Britain. 
had to advance huge sums to her al- 
lies. Had she not done so, Germany j 
would have achleved a speedy victory, 
and the turn of the United States 
would then have come. Much of this 
money was spent In that country. Nev- 
er before in the history of-the world 
did any nation have such a stupendous 
stream of wealth poured into {ts lap. 
And this money was the life blood of 
nations who were giving their all, but 
not for themselves alone. 

It we are right in believing that the 


United States had as great a stake in} 


the war before she entered it as after- 
wards, we may well ask whether it is 
fair that the Allies should bear alone 
the crushing financial burden of even 


those earlier years, during which the} 
United States accumulated much of | 


the wealth of the world. Surely their 
awful losses in life, before the United 
States lost a single man, are enough 
of a handicap. 

But the case is much stronger. 
luge sums borrowed in the United 
States before April, 1917, are not in 
question. The debts we are consider- 
ing are creditS granted to the Allies 
by the American Government after it 
had itself entered the war, These ad- 
vances were chiefly for munitions with 
which to fight the acknowledged en- 
emy of the United States. Had the 
American armies been then in France, 
these guns and shells could have been 
used by thein, but the Americans were 


not yet there in force, and the Allied | 


armies used them for the benefit of 
all. In doing this, these French, Drit | 
ish and other troops saved the Allied | 
and American cause from defeat. Be- 
cause American shells were fired 
against the common enemy by British 
soldiers (great number of whom gave 


their lives in doing so), does it follow | 
that they must also be paid for by} 


British taxpayers? 

It may perhaps be claimed that part 
of the money was used to feed the Al- 
lied troops and peoples. Can men 
fight, and at the same time cultivate 
their fields, or work at other occupa 
tions? We used to hear of American | 
“Soldiers of the Soil,” and were told 
that these men were fighting as truly 
as if they were in France. If they 
had been in France, there would be no 
‘talk of charging the Allied Goyern- 
ments for their services.

‘Planting Shelter Belts 
A Preventative Of Droughts 


In The Prairie Provinces 


|

“I's not the water we get in a dry 
country that is important; it’s the 
Water we keep,” so said Principal 


Bracken, of the Manitoba Agricultural 
College, two years ago at the Swift 
Current dry farming convention. 

A most important pronouncement 

this, on a most important subject for 
it crystallizes into one short, pithy 
sentence the secret of successful agri- 
cutlure on the prairies. Given a suf- 
ficient rainfall there is no question 
about the crops. This is as well recog: 
nized as anything can be. And the 
converse is equally well known; de- 
crease the water supply and the crops 
decrease in proportion, even to 
vanishing point in some yerrs. 
; But when we talk about keeping the | 
water, these questions are naturally} 
suggested, “How are we likely to lose | 
it?” “What Is likely to happen to it 
that we have to talk about keeping 
it?” and “Where is it likely to go?’ | 
We know where it comes from; the; 
rain and the snow fs the answer to} 
that, but what becomes of that rain 
and that snow? That ts the point, 
and following up by implication, Prin- 
cipal Bracken's phrase, it is a most 
important one.

| he ard of places where snow has been) 
; known to fall on the tops of fence} 
‘posts and pile iiself up to a depth! 
of two feet, staying that way all win 
jter waiting for wind to blow it off. | 
| That isn't the way it happens on the}

it, and not only does it not stay on 
the tops of the fence posts, but often | 
it does not even stay on the ground | 
where it falls. Where there is stub- 
ble, a lot of it is caught and we are de-y 
\ lighted to see it and begin to talk of | 
the fine prospects for «a crop next 
year. But six inches of stubble does | 
not hold much snow. In fact, when 
it comes to actual quantity of water 
preserved the six inches of stubble | 
only holds about half an inch of actual 
rainfall, The balance blow | 
form drifts in the coulees and the 
crests of the hills, where it melts in 
the spring and finds its way the} 
| creeks or the sloughs. | 

There was abundance of snow last 
winter all the prairie country, 
‘but without actual measurement, by 
fur the greater part of it appeared 
to be along the fringes of the coulees 
or behind the snow fences of the 
railways. Up in the bush country 
there was some two feet of snow on 
‘the land all winter that did not blow 
away into any coulees. On the prai- 
vie flelds it did, the very place that 
the snow and the water it melts into, 
is so sorely needed, and instead of be- 
ing available for the use of our ¢rops 
most of our winter rainfall is now on 
its way to Hudson Bay or filling up 
the hollows in the fields, lost entirely 
for the use that Nature {intended it 
And why the diiference? Another 
very easy question. For in the north 
there are plenty of trees and the wind} 
jhas no chance to blow the snow off! 
the ground where {it belongs. Tlic 
| trees make the difference. 

That was a very significant report | 
_by Mr. Tinline, Superintendent of the; 
Dominion Experimental Farm at 
Scott, Sask., which appeared In the} 
{April ( issue of the Canadian | 
Forestry Magazine, “Three to three}

Livestock, Wool and Bacon 


Is Reported 
Market 
The noticeable feature of the mar- 
ket, as reported by the Dominion Live- 
stock Branch is the steadiness and 
Sirength displayed for sheep, top 
prices at all the principal centres 
ranging from a dollar to three dollars 
up compared with the same time last 
At Toronto the top prices on 
August 24 were $12.50 against $10 last 
year, Montreal $10 against $8, Winnt- 
peg $11 against $10.50, Calgary $10.25 
against $7.75, and Edmonton $9 
All other top prices for 
livestock were either about the same 
as last year except for tops of calves at 
Toronto, which were $2.50, and hogs at 
Calgary and Edmonton, where t@ere 
was a deficiency in tops but a same- 
ness in averages. The branch re- 
ported an improvement in the con- 
signment of wools from the west, es- 
pecially us regards the amount of 
seedy and reject wools, not more than 
one per cent. having graded seedy this 
year, while the percentage of bright 
and semi-bright wools in all the 
grades was well lip to the average. On 
the whole the western grades this 
year are considered a particularly,at- 
tractive offering. Cable reports as 
regards bacon show steadiness in de- 
mand but little change in prices, best 
Canadian selling at 140 shillings the 
long hundredweight, United States at 
122, Ivish at 162, and Danish at 152 
shillings.

Although many attempts have been 
made to forge £1 and 10s, treasury 
notes, the task of producing one which 
will remain long in circulation has 
proved practically impossible. <A 
bank oMeial who has had considerable 
experience in handling these notes ex- 
pressed the view that there is not a 
forgery in existence which is not at 
once apparent upon ordinary exaimina- 
tion. 

Actually the number of spurious 
notes in circulation is very small com- 
pared with the total issue each year, 
and is more irritating than serious to 
the treasury, for no manufacture on a 
wholesale seule has ever been at- 
tempted. In fact, practically the only 
way they get into circulation is 
through racecourses, pubtic houses 
and shopkeepers, and their currency 
reach a bank. 
Since the pound note was first printed 
there have been some thirty different 
efforts made to imitate it, and it isa 
significant commentary on the techni- 
cal efficiency of Germany that the best 
forgery ever circulated came from 
Germany. It broke down, however, 
on the shading round the King’s head, 
which lacked the distinctness and 
gradual Dlending of color which chaw 
acterize the genuine note, 


Device to Protect Engineers 


Pocket Canister Perfected for Use 
While Running Through Tunnels 
Experts on gas fumes have develop- 

ed a pocket canister or respirator to 

protect locomotive engineers and their 
helpers when passing through tunnels. 

Tests show that the discomforts will 

be alleviated and the dangers lessen- 

ed by the new device, which is a 

great improvemént on the old “pig 

snout” type containing wet sponges 
to cool and absorb the ses. 

The canister, which fits snugly into 
a coat pocket, is filled with an absor- 
bent mixture of activated charcoal 
and soda lime, and contains filters of 
turkish towelling. Men who have 
been trying out these respirators for 
months are pleased with them, be: 
cause’ they are easily and cheaply 
made and have proven effective. 

Carbon monoxide, one of the con- 
stituents of smoke, 1s poisonous, 
tusteless and odorless and penetrates 
any of these canisters yel tested, but 
{t has been found during the Govern: 


ment tests that this gas was not 
in sulliclent quantity to be danger 
ous.

Department of Agriculture\ under the supervision of W. 
J. Steven, crops commissioner, Mr. Stephen has received | 
a letter from the federal grain supervision bureau of the 
U.S. Department, asking for particulars of the plan. The 
scheme is proving of great interest to the farmers of the 
province. Over 4000 bushels of seed grain have already 
been siipped to the plant, and much more is expected. 
The cleaning plant is about to be installed, and will be of 
modern type. It is emphasized by officials of the depart- 


ment, that it is the purpose of the department only to 
handle the surplus seed grain| that cannot be handled by 
the farmers themselves.

A SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENT 


Another triumph for co-operative marketing was 
was registered last week when| 85 farmers near Czar and 
Provost combined in a pool to ship a carload of live 
poultry by freight to the poultry marketing plant at Ed- 
monton, They contained 108 crates of birds, or approxi- 
mately 2600 head, the weight being 9,841 pounds. The 
freight bill on the entire car was $111.90. If this stuff 
had been shipped in the ordinary way by express, by in- 
dividual farmers,the bill would Ns been $315.05. Thus 
a saving of $203.15 was effected, ,or about two cents per 
pound on the poultry. The poultry was shipped in open 
live stock car in regular poultry crates and arrived in 
excellent condition. The poultry was handled by the 
poultry marketing service of the Provincial Government 
with the Dominion Government poultry officials co-oper- 
ating. 


HEAVY WHEAT SHIPMENTS 


During October 2,381 cars of wheat, totalling 3,095,- 
300 bushels, passed through Calgayr. 

Alberta is shipping more wheat through Calgary at 
present than at any other period in the history of agri- 
culture in this province, according to figures of car in- 
spections compiled by George Hill, Dominion grain in- 
spector. 

October has eclipsed all records of wheat inspections 
in the same month in other years, although the month is 
not completed when these figures were compiled. Satur- 
day, October 21, saw the largest shipment of wheat pass 
through Calgary that has ever been handled there in one 
day, when 212 cars were inspected, making 275,600 
bushels, estimated at the ratey of 1800 bushels a car. 

In October, 1921, only 675 cars, or 854,100 bushels of 
wheat were inspected. In other years October’s figures 
were considerably larger than 1921, but none of them ap- 
proached the mark that has been made up to the present 
this year.

APPALLING RECORD OF 
CARELESS DRIVING 


12,500 persons were killed and 300,000 persons were injured in 
automobile accidents in the United States during the 


year 1921, and yet this 


likely to be exceeded in 1922. 


In spite of the most extensive edu- 
cational campaign against railroad 
highway crossing accidents ever car- 
ried on, figuree just compiled by the 
Insurance Department of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad System show that 
in June, July and August, of this 
year, such casualties increased 30 
per cent, as compared with last sea- 
son, 

The period covered embraces the 
National 
Careful Crossing Campaign,” in 
which railroads of the United States 
have joined in efforts to make plain 
the deplorable results of carelessness 
During the three months, on the 
Pennsylvania System alone, there 
were 107 crossing accidents, in which 
71 persons were killed and 115 in- 
jured. - 

That this year’s large increase ip 
these casualties is chargeable almost 
entirely to growth in the reckless and 
inexperienced driving of automobilgs, 
is shown by the fact that casualties 
at highway crossings from all other 
causes combined decreased. 


There were 85 automobile accidents 
at Pennsylvania Railroad crossings 
in the three months in question. They 
caused the death of 56 persons, /and 
injury to 107 others, or an average 
of two personal casualties for each 
accident. Twelve of the accidents re- 
sulted in 39 deaths; four caused the 
death of 20 persons, or an average 
of five for each car involved. 

In two of the accidents, entire fam- 
ilies were wiped out. That thege lives 
were sacrificed to pure recklessness 
is particularly emphasized by the fact 
that in both instances the drivers of 
the cars lived close to the scenes of 
the accidents and were entirely fami- 
liar with the lay-out of the railroad 
tracks and roads over which they 
were driving.”
